To THE Board of Education, 

Gentlemen, — 

In compliance with the above vote, I now submit to the Board of 
Education an Abstract of the School Returns; which, this year, have 
been received from, two hundred and ninety-four, out of the three buiii* 
dred and five towns in the Commonwealth. In former years, the 
Abstract has been printed on r4fyal quarto sheets ; I have altered it to 
octavo pages, as being more convenient for reference j and more easy 
of preservation. I have inserted the population and the valuation of 
the several towns on their respective pages. A knowledge of those 
facts is often desirable in connection with the facts contained in the 
Abstract. Bringing both under one glance -of the eye, supersedes the 
necessity of a reference to other documents, sometimes impracticable, 
always interrupting. The population is= according to the census 
of May, 1837. That census, being taken for a special purpose, did 
not include '' the inmates of the State prison, of the several hospitals.

jails and houses of correction, nor the students in colleges, academies 
and high schools, not belonging to the towns in which said colleges, 
academies ol* high schools were located, nor State paupers." Hence 
it falls a fraction below the actual population of the respective towns 
at that time. The valuation is that of 1830. Some towns have since 
been incorporated. To them, no valuation is affixed. Their estates 
are included in the valuation of the towns from which they were tal^en. 
This does not alter the total. 

Returns have been received from a greater number of towns, this 
year, than ever before, and they have evidently been made with far 
greater accuracy than in any previous year. 

In former Abstracts the first column has been filled with the number 
of the '* school districts" in the several towns. This fact conveyed no 
valuable information. Many towns are not districted. In many " dis- 
tricts" no school is kept ; as where they are attached to *' districts," in 
an adjacent town, or where two or more '* districts" in the same town 
are united. In other cases, several schools are kept in the same 
** district." The Abstract presents the number of public schools in 
each town, irrespective of the number of " districts." 

Considering that the preparation of the returns, from which the 
Abstract has been made, was almost universally a gratuitous service 
of the respective committees, they reflect the highest credit upon the 
public spiritedness of those officers. Still, owing perhaps to some 
misconstruction of the object of the questions and captions, prescribed 
by the statute ; or to a want of familiarity with the kind of business, 
by which the most intelligent men often fall into error ; or, perhaps, 
still more to the fact, that one half at least of all the matters reported 
upon by the committees of this year, came wholly within the cogni- 
zance of the committees of the last; — it has happened, that the 
returns have exhibited some remarkable omissions, some important 
mistakes, and, in a few instances, parts of them have been wholly 
inexplicable. No pains have been spared, in such cases, to educe the 
truth ; but there has not always been a confidence of succeeding. On 
the whole, however, it is believed, * that the returns are worthy of as 
full a reliance as any documents whatever, similarly obtained. 

A very great portion of the numbers, under the head of Private 
Schools and Academies, represent small schools, kept in the interim 
between the winter and summer terms of the district schools. 






Some of the returns, embraced in the Abstrat^t, were not received 
until after the first day of November, but all received are included in 
the Abstract. The towns not heard from, are — Charlemont, Clarks* 
burgh, Florida, Goshen, Harvard, Holland, Lenox, Monroe, Tolland, 
Wayland, Woburn.

Instead of 
giving the average attendance on each 
school, according to the form of the blank 
prescribed by law, the return states under 
that head, in the " summer" . columjD, " the 
average attendance ir about eighty-five per 
cent." The abstract is filled up accordingly. 
There is no specific statement of the number 
of scholars attending each of the seventy-six 
primary schools, nor of the average attend- 
ance therein. Instead of specific statements 
in regard to academies and private schools, 
the time they are kept, the number of the 
scholars, and the estimated amount of money 
paid for tuition therein, the return states

of keeping them, nor the number of pupils 
attending them. They are generally kept 
the whole year with short vacations." " The 
amount estimated as paid for private tuition, 
is greater than that paid for public schools 3 
the amount cannot be ascertained." 

There is a fund, ''the donation of Abiel 
Smith," the nominal value about $1,000; 
yearly income ^fiOO. Also 51,000, " the do- 
nation of Rufus Webb, Esq.," to furnish 
books for indigent pupils in the writing de- 
partment of the Franklin school.

Remarks. — ^Tbe return states that 
the number of scholars of all ages at- 
tending the schools, is 400, which is 
exactly the number of persons in the 
town between the ages of 4 and 16. 
The same number is also carried out 
in each district, as attending each 
school both in summer and in winter. 
These are both, probably, mistakes. 

The town raises no money by taxes 
for the support of common schools. 
The town has a fund of $15,514 66, 
the income of which is $980 88. Part 
of this sum, viz. $348 07, is appropri- 
ated for the support of the academy, 
and $582 81 for the support of com- 
mon schools. 

The board of the teachers in the 
common schools is contributed by the 
districts. In ^ve districts, also, the 
wood is furnished gratuitously. A 
part of one of the districts sends to a 
district school in Westfield, and pay 
$20. The return states, in answer to 
the question whether there are any 
academies or private schools, that 
<* there is an academy or grammar 
school" Probably, though the return 
affords no conclusive means of deter- 
mining, this is the same >* academy" 
to the support of which a part of the- 
income of the fuud is appropriated. 
The return gives $20 as the estimated 
amount of money paid for tuition in 
academies and private schools. Pos- 
sibly, this is the same $20 paid in 
Westfield, but the return contains no 
definite information upon thftt point.
